Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: IVIr. Funk called regarding the Advisory Action mailed 1 1/7/2006, 
specifically the Examiner's position with resepct to the La and/or Ce content taught by IVIa and the La and/or Ce 
content of the instant claims. Mr. Funk indicated that "substatinally no La and Ce" as recited in the claims and defined 
in the paragraph 0176 of the specification refers to only the rare earth component of the claimed material while the 
0.525% La taught in Ma's examples refers to 0.525% of the entire alloy. The Examiner pointed to the last three lines of 
paragraph 0176 of the secification as being directed to the claimed material as a whole. Mr Funk asked whether 
objective evidence could be used to clairifying the meaning of the language. The Examiner indicated that he did know 
what applicants had in mind for objective evidence but that they could submit such evidence. It was also pointed out 
that it could be argued that the beginning of paragraph 0176 of specification appears to be directed to a discussion of 
the rare earth component of the claimed material. The Examiner indicated that while this point could be argued it may 
or may not be persuasive.. 
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
